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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 81-111 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. Claims 1-80 have been cancelled. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Applicant 
arguments filed on 1/10/2007 with respect to claims 88-111 are persuasive. The 
feature of independent claims 81 , 96, and 107 directed towards allowable subject 
matter is the protrusion in contact with a stationary planar surface for 
measurement of position or force, in combination with a device or method 
providing haptic feedback. As argued by the Applicant the prior art of record, 
Hannaford, US Patent No. 5642469, teaches of haptic feedback and the 
measurement of position and force, however fails to teach of a sensor having a 
stationary planar surface and a protrusion that moves with respect to the 
stationary planar surface. Further, none of the other prior art of record suggests 
or teaches of the claimed invention. Therefore said features of claims 81 , 96, and 
107 in combination with the other limitations of the claims makes claims 81-111 
allowable over the prior art of record.
